my propoſ1ll herein, by regiftring all the undertakings which 
providence in this nature ſhould ſend unto me. I found pre- 
ſently rhoſe different efte&ts this generall preſcripr wrought 
upon mens humors, Many approving it, by atteftation of ſub» 
ſcription : Others approving the thing, bne doubting of the 
probability of having ir cffeted. For removing of impro- 
babilities (as well as I am ab'e) is rhe ſumme of this Relation. 
In a publique worke all the Inftruments muſt be anſwera- 
ble to their parts, or otherwiſe the defigne will faile inthe 
doing.

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for Phyfitians, The firſt Otjefion was, That I cculd wot [eak 
herein, but 'tiwould ſavour of Selfe-louve, ana Covetonſneſſe, 
which I had moſt cauſe to abhorre of any thing. Thu was removed, 
by freely acquainting a (Chriſtian Magiſtrate, how God had 
aealt with me incureof this Gangreen, which corrwpts the wel. 
fare of commou' peed. The nex2 Objefion, wa the ſad refleR ion 
of my diftemper and weakneſſe of bodily and Spiritual ſirength, 
that 'twas not probable 1 ſhould mannage ſuch publique afferres 
anſmereble to my promiſe and expefation of the County, To 
this, I thus concluded, That having learned by experience, boy 
mach diſcourapement bad wrong'd the free mercy of God, nho 
delights to make his power known Ly effeFing great worky with 
moſt deſpicable and improbable Agents, | duſt not ove way to 
ſuch thoughts, but to proſecute it ſo far, as | found hi aſiiſtaxce 
therein: eAnd if it pleaſe him to thable me ſo long, as that | 
may meddell this undertaking in ſuch a method, that an other 
may as well execnte it as my ſelfe; when ſo mu 'b is done, then 
ſhall my Conſcience in diſcharge of' my duty, be at quiet, Where- 
fore 1] declare, That this rrogeſall is preſented upon n0 other re- 
ſolution then this, namely, if Gud pleaſe to continue myJife and

Foy the care of the other, 1 ſhall undertake for them, ſo long 
as I merddle in this buſineſſe; And then, experience of their 
accompts will confirme your approvation of tham, | 

Theſe things premiſed, you may fee likelihood enough 
for a conſtant ſetttement of your Charity * and that the 
work 15 diſtributed amongſt five perſons, two Phyſitians to 
give.advice, the other three to atrcnd and adminiſter it,which 
they may mutually proſechte without diſtic.tion of Surgery, 
or ſervant Apotbecary ; for as our Surgeon with aſſiſtant ad- 
vice, may knowingly and ſafely give ſuch Phyſicke as we ſhall 
dire@ ; fo the other two, having ſeen the experience of our 
practice, may be uſefull to help (following the direQion of 
the Surgeon and: Phyſirian) the poor people in any bodily 
infirmity. 

This, I kope, may ſerve to aſſure you, That (if plentiful 
contribution be not wanting) there is probable means enough 
todoethe Country, both poor and rich, much good. And that 
you may know how little my hand is inthis deſigne, I ſhall 
relate to you, how I neither begun, nor proſecuted it other- 
wiſc, then providence direted, my Conſcience urging me 
thercunto. | 

It was my occaſionall Diſcourſe to a Magiſtrate of this 
County, touehing the benefits of having an honourable ſtand- 
ing maintenance fer approved Phyſitians in this County, 
and the many ſad evills which was dayly contraed by the 
negle& hereof, and at how eafiea charge it may be aecom- 
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pliſhed. To inſtance the benefits. Firſt, The ſucrour of the 
Poore, whoſe cryes were lowde, that there was none to belp them, 
but they muſt live miſerably, or dye deſperately, in adveniring 
their bodies into the baxds of ſuch as had 30 premiſe of Geds 
aſciftance and bleſſing to praiic: Phyſicke, being un-calied aud 
wa- fitted thereunto, And though thu evill hath troubled the 
Common-wealth, as apptares by the Laws mae agaiift it, yet 
could it xever be prevented otherwiſe, then thu', by propounding 
to them, how they may have aduiſe of Phyſitians and Phyſicke 
for nothing. 

Secondly, The good and ſafety of all 3 For, whereas it iy 
generally belreved, after once any bath made uſe of a Phyſitian, 
and God hath bleſſed the means with Succeſſe , that Party may 
with more ſecurity, rely wpern the ſame Thy/itians adviſe, then 
upon a ſirangers, who knows not by experience the diſpoſition of 
ebe party toe Phyſiche, but onely by probable arguments, Now ſup- 
poſing the Country Phyſitians, which had moft of the prattice, 
were obliged to Regiſter all mens caſes as they were preſented to 
them, freely Writing the perticulers of their Medicines, then 
may both Patient aud Phy/itian that comes after him, kaow btt- 
ter bow to proceed, when next 6:caſion is offered, 

Thirdly, The aduazce of Knrwledge, he berg ineaged T:ith. 
1m the limit of tte firſt three Yeares, to iWri'e a Booke of the 
Boly of Phyſicke, which may be ſuppoſed the Summe of all bir 
Reading and Stuny, which berng ftill kept, might further þis 
Succeſſors, And if in his prafiice, be meet with any perticuler 
ſecrer, be likewiſe ſhould noe that for the ſame end, 

Fourrhlv, Tbe Glovy of God, we ſay, tike away the Cauſe, 
and che Effect ceaſeth ; this 15 ar wadentatle Principle, yet 
ordixarily it 1s contradrfied 1a the Phyſitiins and Patients 
prattice; For the Cauſe, Principall, eAntecedant, Concomitant, 
#nd (inc qua NON, #5 Sire, and that in every Diſeaſe, this 
therefore in rieht Method ſhould firfl be removed, tut it it 
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lat thought upon, How would God bleſſe the preceedings of the 
Phiſitian, aud Sanblifie the ſickeneſſe of the Patient, if that 
order were made, That one (if necefuity did non prohibit) ſhould 
exyeft a Phyſitians aſſiſtance, before the Adiniſter bave Viſited 
him, except the ſicke party be a Recuſant ? 

To (umme up all, W hasſoever evill were deſired to bz re- 
moved, or good done that layd inthe power of the Phyſitian, 
he being the Countries Servant, might have ſuch Rules pre- 
(cribed by the ableſt of the BenefaQors, that he ſhould nor 
tranſzreſle tothe prejudiceof eicher ſoule Or body. 

And alchough all this were approved of, yet little hopes 
appeared, that theſe waſting times ſhould make up ſo conſi- 
dcrable a ſumme, as this bufineſſe required : Therefore I pre- 
{centred tothe Juſtices (whom I took to be the Phy fſitians, de- 
putcd of- Gol for reliefe of che poor) motives of confide- 
ration in behalſe of the indigent people, that they would but 
con{ider how many ſad evenrs in one Yeare happens, for wane 
of theſe remedies which were (by Gods Ordinance) as necct 
ſary to preſerve life it time of infirmity, as Meat and Dri:.k 
in time of health. 

This motion (though approved) yet could not be granted, 
becauſe the Law allowed of no Aﬀeſſement for reliefte of this 
nature. Failing here, I reſolve4 to try the Friends God had 
given me, and fee if they would make contr:bution, which 
might be in anſwer hereunto. And from all thar I mentioned 
1r unto, I received ſach incouragement th:rovg' their I jibe: al- 
liry, that I was induced to move it to the rcit of the Coun- 
try, that all might have notice, and no man might be excluded 
that deſircd to joyne affiſtance to this worke of Charity. 
_ PROT I judge ir my part to propound theſe tiro 

iſes. 

1 1 wiſh (unleſſe they reſolve to ſettle « maintenance fand- 
ing for County Phyfitians) that 1 may bave the liberty (with-

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6:1t the i! will oy cenſure of any man) to ſignifie to thoſe 1y Re- 
lations, who have no jealouſie of ny propeſall, That [ may hate 
what contri utien they pleaſe for the poer Teartly, and 1 ſhall 
{aithfully disLurſe it upon thoſe ahom they pleaſe to recommend 
tomy care, in caſes of Phyſicke and Chirwrgery: eAnd they will 
ſe Tearely what accomnt 1 ſhall be able to grue them, will inp 
© om my heart, that all other Phyſitzans would ae the like to 
i eir Relations, that ſo the worke may te better diftrifuted 
amoreft us, 

2. If theyaerreſalue tos ſettle a (landing allowance as Is ex- 
prejjed, 1 ſhall grue them my beſt furtherance and aſiſiance 
ia it, Thus 

Firſt, I conſier the charge of Money, That it will be ne- 
cellary to indent with one Chirurgcon at the leaſt, binding 
our {elves to pay him twenty pounds per eArzam, during the 
rime Of this Contribution, for kis care and pains In caſcs of 
(!1yrurgery, which we ſhall recommend to him, givinghim 
Pur alz1{tance and adyice herein ; and detrayingall his eharge 
that is expended about ir. 

In like manner it is neceflary, That we indent with an 
Apothecary, allowing him accordingly for making up our 
p1 eſcriprions, and diftributing them withour payment. 

It is allo receſſiry, That an other be indented with for at- 
tending rhofe preparations which are done by the Art of 
Cimiſtry ; ard leaſt people may Conceive this ta be needs 
!efle: 1 defireto ler them know, that it is abſolutely nece{- 
fary ad convenient, becauſe rone ever prattiſed Ph ylicke, 
bur he found continual) uſe of ſuch Medicines, though he 
rhonght it a point of diſcretion to covet hits pratifing of 
them from the knowledge of the Patient, which is general- 
ly affrighred with the name of a Minerall, becauſe the un- 
«i1full pratice of many, ha:h occaſioned this-miſpriſion of 
Chymiſtry. 1f I be not be!eered herein, let any Graduate 
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Artiſt charge me with a Lye. Beſides (to thoſe that know 
me, I ſpeak) unlefſe the Lord had fignally infiruted me in 
ſome thing of this Art, and witneſſed his approbation there- 
in, with concurrances of his bleffing, I Could (fince the 
time I knew my ſelie) never have dard to harbour one 
houres ſtuddy ia theſe matters, wherein 1 had fayled fo 
much in expence of time and money formerly : I wil! not 
ſay more herein, then may be ſatisfatory to tie Cor.tribu- 
tors, that the hopefull improvement ef thoſe (craps, w!.i-b 
I have gathered bi & «6brque, I ſhall bequeath into good 
hands for their uſe. 

Aoaine, 'tis neceſſary that ſo much be allotted for pro- 
viſions of Dyer and Lodging, during the Cure of ſuh, 
whoſe Malladics require dayly attendance here in Towne. 

It is convenient, that rchere be a Library of Phyſicke 
Bookes, and a {mall Annuall ſumme for inlarging the ſame. 

Theſe are the Charges, as appurtenances to the maine 
Disburſements of Mediciges and, Mainterance of Phy ti- 
tians,

So Fa the Information 1s Viewed, the 
Judgement and Adviec upon it ; the Pre- 
ſcriptions to the Apothecary, how they an- 
{wer the Advice, and the Returnes what 
Eftect ſuch advice hath produced, I hope 
I have acquitted the Engagement. 


For the Remote Parts, as Darxeton Ward, 
leaſt diſtance of Place make this Propoſall 
lefſe Effeftuall in their behalfe ; I doe pro+ 
miſe to leave a Cheſt of Medicines, and im- 
ploy one thereabout, who ſhall carefully pro- 
fecute the intent of our Deſigne, with lefle 
trouble then comming to Durham, except in 
caſes of difficulty. 

This 
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This alſo I wiſh may be knowne, That 
two Moneths about Midſummer, being a Sea- 
(on, but in extreame caſes, unfif to moye the 
humors in the Body, I ſhall attend my Duty 
at the Well on Gaterly Moore, adjacent to 
this County. 

This Water is of the Nature of Sweet 
Spawes, which partakes of Vitrioll ; the Spaw 
at Knaysborough a little exceeds it in this pro» 
perty, and therefore is more effeQuall for 
Graycll in the Kidnycs : but for Diſeaſes of 
the Female Sex, proceeding from the Splecne 
and Matrix ; as alſe for Wormes, and all 
other Diſcaſcs, none excepted (with due care 
of Phyſicke taken.) This Water hath the 
preheminence, (to my judgement and experi- 
ence) of others in the North Parts ; the Rea* 
ſon from henee is, That it partakes of the 
Tinne and Lead : the former Mettall is ap- 
proved to be of nſe in Mcns Bodies next to 
Gold ; from the latter, it hath propertice 
which arc knowne to Phyſitians, and there- 
fore 1s not ſafe for Women Conceived to med- 
dle with it. I wiſh this neceſſary Caveat be 
not abuſed to ſinne 
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I hope the Country may be now ſatisfied, 
That it there be no want on tlicir Parts of 
Charity, the Poore ſhall not ſuffer in loſle of 
Health or Life, fo farre as my Care and En- 
deavour can prevent. And ſecing the onely 
ground and bothome of this undertaking 
(next to. the approbation of ' God) is the 
good will and opinion of the Contributors, 
having no feare at all, that they by"exceed- 
ing their Contribution with Mefſiages of Pa- 
tients, have purpoſe to impoveriſh me in» my 
Adﬀtivgs for the Poore : Wherefore- as il hope 
to be Infirumentally helpfull to them, "et no 
Man forbeare to ſend to us in their bchalfe 
when there ſhal] be need.
